Prince Hirobumi was born in 1833 
He silent a year in London in 1803 
was governor of Hiogo in 18G8, vier 
minister of finance of Japan I860 and 
was premier of the Japanese cabinet 
.'our titres. 
Prince Hirobumi Ito v/as perhaps 
the greatest statesman cf new Japan. 
The achievement with which his name 
bas been chiefly associated in the 
minds of Occidentals was the framing 
of the imperial constitution, by virtue 
of which Japan took her place for lite 
first time in tho rank of modern 
civilized states.

“Skibo,” Symington, who 
goes 
by 
that nickname among the railroad 
men, first realized that rescue was 
at hand. 
He 
asked 
if 
there 
was any 
food 
in the 
boat 
and 
was told no, then if they had any 
whiskey, 
and when told that there 
was none remarked that there was 
not much use of coming. 
After the 
men were taken ashore they were 
taken to a shack, given a teaspoonful 
of whiskey each and covered warmly 
and allowed 
to sleep 
for 
several 
hours. 
After that they were given 
some tea and a small piece of dry 
bread about an inch square. 
Mr. 
Symington states that he did not 
have the craving for food th at many 
people tell of after having been long 
without it. 
All he wanted was to 
be permitted to sleep. 
For four days 
they were feed on soup before they 
were allowed solid food. 
For the first week Mr. Symington’s 
feet were badly swelled and perfect­ 
ly numb, and after the swelling was 
reduced by massage the neuralgia 
set in in the sole of his right foot 
and he has been suffering terribly 
ever since. 
He came to the Northern 
Pacific hospital Sunday and is now 
improving rapidly.

states that 
he prefers to taking his chances in

sor of economies in Harvard univer­ 
sity. 
Some of these precepts he considers 
unfitted for modern times and unable 
to deal 
with 
modern 
vices, ^ ^ i t h 
proper pruning and toning un. fit? be­ 
lieves, tho commandments could be 
placed on a basis where they could 
deal with evils which have sprung up 
during the life of the new testament. 
Professor Carver, although not a 
prohibitionist, advocates that an en 
tirely new commandment dealing with 
tho liquor habit should be put in the 
place of another in the original ten or 
an amendment with the same purpose 
In view might be added to some one of 
the precepts. 
He believes this would be for the 
betterment of the world. 
He deciares 
that drinking would come under the 
same commandment as blasphemy and 
should nave preference over it. 
Professor 
Carver 
suggests 
that 
“thou shalt not drink to drunkenness 
nor 
bewilder 
thyself 
with 
strong 
drink” be put in place of “thou shalt 
not take the name of the lo rd , thy 
God in vain.” 
If this suggestion would not re­ 
ceive favor at the am enders’ hands Ik; 
thinks the commandments should be 
expanded to eleven.

The report of the commission will 
contain no prediction of the speedy 
construction of a fourteen-foot chan­ 
nel from the Great Lakes to the gulf. 
which has been ardently supported by 
the cities along the Mississippi.
